Large Item Pick-Up Scheduled for April 14, 2015 
The Dare County Sanitation Department will be conducting a large item household pick-up for 

residential customers in Kitty Hawk on April 14,  2015.   No commercial business debris will be 

picked up.   

If large item pick-up falls on your regular garbage 

collection day, please do not block the garbage 

container.  Materials must be at curbside no later 

than 6:00 a.m. on the date of collection.  There will 

not be a second day pick-up. 

On this special pick-up, the County will collect the 

following recyclable items:  used auto tires, used 

motor oil (only in spill proof containers), auto 

radiators, scrap metals (rims, motor parts), appliances, furniture, and mattresses and box 

springs.  Please remove doors from refrigerators. 

The following items will not be collected:  old clothes, shoes, cardboard, etc., stumps, leaves, any 

yard-clearing debris, construction/demolition materials such as lumber, toilets, windows, doors, etc., 

any hazardous materials (oil based paint, pesticides, etc.)  Water based paint can be picked up but 

must be dried out. All normal household garbage must be disposed of in your black trash can. 

The spring chipping service for residential property owners will be 

April 13, 2015. Please have vegetative debris in the right-of-way prior 

to the day of  pick-up. Once the chipper has gone through your area, 

it will not return. Size limitations:  no larger than 4 inches in diameter 

and 6 feet long.   No stumps, lumber, leaves, or yard clippings.

Congratulations to Tim Tran, Top Student 

Firefighters Michael Basilone, Jasper Rogers and Tim 

Tran spent one week in early March at the N.C. 

Breathing Equipment School at Gaston College in Dallas, 

NC.  The school is touted as “The most advanced 

firefighter/survival school you will ever attend.”  Both 

physically and psychologically challenging, the school 

offers an intense educational opportunity and draws 

firefighters from all over the country.  Class exercises are 

performed using live fire, heat, and smoke and focus on 

flashover recognition, large area search techniques, 

residential and commercial search tactics, air 

management, window and ladder bail outs, SCBA 

emergencies, downed firefighter removal, vent-enter-
search drills – i.e., real life fireground conditions.  

 The breathing school course is offered twice a year; and 

at each session, the top student is awarded special 

recognition after a vote by the school’s instructors.    For 

the first time in the history of the school, the instructors 

were unanimous in their vote; Firefighter Tim Tran 

received the top honor and was the recipient of The 

Sandy Powell Memorial Award.  Tim received a 

standing ovation from hundreds of people in attendance 

at the graduation ceremony.  Congratulations, Tim! 

In addition to Firefighter Tran, Firefighters Michael 

Basilone and Jasper Rogers graduated from the 

school at the end of the week on March 13.  Firefighters 

Jeremy Wilkins and David McCulloch are also 

graduates of the school.  
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On January 24, 2015, the KHFD held its Annual Banquet at the Black Pelican Restaurant.  Each 
year, our outstanding firefighters are recognized for their service to the department and the 

community.

KHPD Annual Report 
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Floods are the number one natural disaster in the United States. Flooding causes damage and 
destruction across regions nationwide wiping out homes and businesses. However, many residents 
and business owners are unaware that they qualify for flood insurance or that policies are more 
affordable than they may think. People need to know they can take steps to reduce the financial 
impact of flooding by purchasing flood insurance before a disaster strikes.  

One important step is to understand your risk. Many people do not 

realize that new development can change their flood risk by affecting 

how an area is able to handle potential flood conditions.  Just 

because you haven’t experienced a flood in the past, doesn’t mean 

you won’t in the future. Flood risk isn’t just based on history; it can 

change due to building and land development.  

Construction and development can change natural drainage paths 

and create brand new flood risks. That’s because new buildings, 

parking lots, and roads mean less land to absorb excess precipitation which can leave an area more 

susceptible to flooding due to hurricanes, tropical storms, or even heavy rain. 

 Residents and business owners need to prepare in advance for flood conditions. Before the threat 
of flooding becomes imminent, residents and business owners should:  

• Purchase a flood insurance policy if you do not already have one 
• Review your current insurance policy and become familiar with what is covered and ensure the 

limits adequately protect your building and personal belongings 
• Make an emergency kit, plan evacuation routes, and keep important papers in a safe waterproof 

place 
• Itemize & take pictures of possessions
